Former  Y Clieerleaders 
Propose  Amendment 

A detailed  plan  for  the  selection  of  BYU’s  yell  king  and  yell 
squad  was  presented  by  Dick  Moody,  1950  yell  king,  during  on 
open  forum  in  the  Joseph  Smith  Banquet  hall  last  Wednesday. 

The  cheerleading  problem  was  the  only  one  of  three  proposed 
constitutional  amendments  which  caused  any  discussion  during  the 
session,  sponsored  by  Phi  Eta  Sigmia,  freshman  honor  society. 

Amendments  concerning  required  grade  levels  for  student  of- 
ficers and  the  organization  of  the  graduate  class  were  presented  and 
dismissed  without  comment. 

Under  the  direction  of  Rey  Duffin,  a pre-discussion  vote  was 
taken  on  the  cheerleading  amendment  proposed  by  the  Legislative 
council,  which  would  place  yell 


leader  tryouts  before  the  student- 
body,  but  leave  power  of  election 
in  the  hands  of  the  40-member 
Legislative  council. 

Roger  Sears  presented  a his- 
tory of  the  method  of  cheer  lead- 
ing at  BYU,  and  Hank  Williams 
presented  three  possible  selection 
methods  before  Dick  Moody  pre- 
sented his  suggested  plan 

The  Moody  plan  would 
place  the  issue  before  popu- 
lar vote  at  tryouts  before  the 
studentbody.  The  yell  king 
would  be  an  incumbent  yell

Total  Nears  5000  . . . 

Registration  Figures  Made 
Public  by  Lloyd  Office 

Students  from  45  states  and  18  foreign  countries  make  BYU 
one  of  the  country’s  most  cosmopolitan  studentbodies. 

Idaho,  California,  and  Arizona  are  again  leaders  in  out-of-state 
enrollment  at  BYU,  according  to  Dr.  Wesley  Lloyd,  dean  of  stu- 
dents. One  hundred  eighty-one  students  from  foreign  countries 
are  now  registered  on  the  hill-top  campus.  Utah  is  the  top  con- 
tributor, with  2550  studentbody 
members  remaining  in  their  home 
state. 

Dean  Lloyd  states  that  this 
year  BYU  has  the  best  retention 
of  students  of  any  school  in  the 
nation  of  a similar  size.  Total 
enrollment  fall  quarter  is  4,652, 
and  indications  point  to  an  ex- 
cellent ■ registration  winter  quar- 
ter, also.  Registration  figures  in 
many  schools  have  taken  a con- 
siderable drop  this  year,  due  par- 
tially, no  doubt,  to  the  encroach- 
ments made  by  military  services. 

More  out-of-state  students  are 
enrolled  than  in  any  previous 
autumn  quarter,  with  a total  of 
1,921.  Idaho  leads  with  542  stu- 
dents, California  contributed  426, 

Arizonians  number  an  even  200, 

Nevada  sent  118  trekking  across 
the  desert,  and  102  crossed  the 
mountains  from  Oregon.

“Students  will  finally  get  their  chance  to  work  in  the  Fieldhouse 
Fund  drive,”  announced  Tom  Gunn,  Richfield,  yesterday,  as  plans 
for  an  all-out  campaign  to  complete  the  Provo  drive  were  outlined. 

Volunteer  labor  on  the  construction  of  the  athletic  center  was 
blocked  by  union  regulation,  but  students  may  now  volunteer  to 
complete  the  canvass  of  the  Provo  area,  said  Mr.  Gunn,  student 
chairman  of  the  drive. 

In  addition  to  the  generous  response  of  Provoans  to  the  drive 
last  spring,  an  additional  $20,000 
must  be  secured  immediately  to 
assure  early  completion  of  the 
structure. 

Approximately  50  per  cent  of 
Provo  has  yet  to  be  canvassed, 
according  to  officials,  and  an  all- 
student “tracting”  program  will 
open  next  Monday  to  collect  the 
needed  cash.  The  student  cam- 
paign will  not  duplicate  areas 
covered  in  the  earlier  drive.  A 
thermometer  in  the  Science 
Building  lobby  will  indicate  the 
program’s  progress. 

Assisting  chairman  Gunn  on 
the  drive  committee  are  Ken 
Leth,  Gloria  Wallis,  Jodie  Dixon, 
Joyce  Ashman  and  Robert  Par- 
sons. Weldon  Taylor,  Howard 
Lowe  and  Dr.  Ellvert  Himes  are 
faculty  members  of  the  group. 

A meeting  was  held  yesterday 
with  student  unit  presidents  to 
assign  quotas  of  workers  from 
each  group,  and  a kick-off  meet- 
ing for  all  drive  workers  is 
planned  for  next  Monday. 


Tie  Vote,  14-14 
Kills  Change 
In  Exec.  Group 

Brigham  Young  University’s 
legislative  council  last  night 
deadlocked  twice,  14-14,  on  a 
constitutional  amendment  to  add 
AMS  and  AWS  presidents  to  the 
Executive  Council,  and  was  there- 
fore defeated,  and  will  not  come 
up  for  student  vote. 

Under  present  organiza- 
tion, the  AMS  and  AWS  of- 
ficers are  occasionally  called 
into  a meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  but  are  not  al- 
lowed the  power  of  vote. 

The  vote  was  taken  after  45 
minutes  of  discussion  of  pros 
and  cons  of  adding  two  mem- 
bers  to  the  present  group  con- 


In  an  earlier  meeting,  the 
legislative  council  approved 
a proposed  amendment  which 
would  add  one  member  of  the 
Honor  Council  to  the  present 
student  congress.  The  mo- 
tion was  carried  by  a major- 
ity vote. 

The  change,  if  adopted  by 
student  vote  would  cause  Ar- 
ticle m of  the  Constitution 
to  include  the  words.  . .“and 
one  member  of  the  Honor 
Council.”  to  the  list  of  rep- 
resentatives of  student  activi- 
ties under  number  4 of  that 
section. 

An  open  forum  on  the  pro- 
posed amendment  will  be 
held  November  29,  it  was  an- 
nounced.

I can  understand,  with  some  sympathy,  the  hurt  you  must  feel 
upon  returning  to  the  campus  to  find  that  there  have  been  some 
changes  made. 

It  must  be  hard  for  you  to  realize  that  science  classes  are  no 
longer  taught  in  our  beloved,  but  antiquated.  Education  building; 
that  the  student  newspaper  office  has  been  moved  from  the  base- 
ment hallway  of  the  Maeser  building,  and  above  all — since  you 
are  a former  editor  of  the  old  Y News — the  fact  that  the  name  of 
the  student  newspaper  has  been  changed.  In  light  of  this  I can 
easily  see  how  you  could  have  been  wrought  to  such  emotion  as 
t©  pen  the  highly  speculative  letter  printed  in  the  November  16  issue 
of  the  Universe. 

As  you  must  remember,  Mr,  Booth,  the  student  newspaper  has 
been  in  the  past  and  is  at  present,  a purely  student  enterprise.'  The 
paper  is  financed,  published  and  edited  by  the  associated  students 
of  BYU.  Thus,  I hope  you  will  understand  the  necessity  we  felt  in 
asking  the  studentbody’s  approval  on  the  name  change. 

Who  are  these  un-named  and  completely  un-substantiated 
thousands  who  so  violently  disapprove  of  the  new  name?  Are  they 
the  persons  most  vitally  interested?  Are  they  the  students  who  pay 
for  and  edit  the  paper?  Perhaps  the  following  indicates  the  con- 
trary. 

1.  T[he  use  of  the  new  name  on  the  nameplate  of  the  paper 
prior  to  a studentbody  vote  was  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents’ office,  and  the  Student  Executive -Council. 

2.  The  name  was  later  approved  by  the  Special  Services 
Committee,  a faculty  committee  which  coordinates  student 
activity. 

3.  The  new  name  was  then  passed,  by  a vote  of  30  to  2,  by 
the  Student  Senate,  student  legislative  body. 

4.  The  Student  Senate  prepared  an  amendment  concerning 
the  name-change  to  the  student  constitution  which  passed  by 
a wide  majority  in  student  referendum  during  major  student- 
body  elections. 

1 hope  this  indicates  quite  clearly,  Mr.  Booth,  that  the  changing 
of  the  name  of  the  student  newspaper  requires  more  than  as  you 
put  It  “.  . . some  cub  reporter  who  will  someday  be  editor,  (and) 
feel  less  need  for  continuing  the  attempts  to  justify  a predecessor 
in  an  excess  of  young  enthusiasm." 

The  old  Y News  has  a fine  record  as  do  the  lesser  and  greater 
persons  who  were  its  editors.  The  name  Y News  served  the  cir- 
cumstances of  a small  three-building  school  very  satifactorily.  But 
I’m  sure  that  the  nam©  Brigham  Young  UNIVERSE  will  more  ade- 
quately and  appropriately  serve  the  needs  of  the  new,  greater  BYU 
of  the  present  and  future. 

Your  major  criticism,  as  far  as  I could  glean,  is  that  the  new 
name  is  too  pretentious.  If  this  is  true,  perhaps  also,  the*  new 
physical  science  building  is  quite  pretentious  for  this  small  campus. 
Should  we  not  very  un-pretentious2y  continue  to  play  our  basketball 
games  in  the  Springville  gym?  And  don’t  you  think  President 
Wilkinson  was  being  rather  pretentious  when  he — no  doubt  with  a 
burst  of  “young  enthusiasm’’— stated  that  one  of  his  aims  is  to 
build  BYU  to  10,000  students? 

Also,  I would  like  to  add,  In  the  light  of  the  very  optimistic 
statements  made  by  the  great  men  who  spoke  during  our  Diamond 
Jubilee  week,  that  our  student  newspaper  might  play  a very 
“universal"  role  as  the  organ  of  the  world’s  most  influential  uni- 
versity.

It  is  often  contended  that  to  be  a successful  journalist, 
one  must  make  numerous  enemies.  If  such  were  the  only 
measure  to  the  quality  of  a newspaperman,  I would  be  at  the 
top  of  my  profession. 

Now,  while  biting  the  hand  thatt  feeds  me  (starvation 
met),  I wish  to  publicly  denounce  the  journalism  profession 
for  a practice  that  leads  me  to  make  frequent  resolutions  that 
never  again  will  I read  a newspaper. 

_ There  is  no  more  aggravating  emotion  than  frustrated 
curiOTity,  and  the  powerful  influence  of  the  daily  publications 
can  build  up  a person’s  anxiety  for  solution  to  overwhelming 
proportions.  However,  when  a dramatic  situation  is  built  up 
through  a series  of  feature  articles,  the  solution  to  the  problem 
must  be  considered  by  editors  to  be  poor  reading,  for  they 
seldom  reach  print,  and  if  they  do,  they  are  minimized  to 
permit  easy  reading  oy-passing. 

Remember  the  tension  caused  by  the  “whistling  demcai” 
who  'threatened  a comely  bride-to-be  that  she  would  never 
live  to  marry  her  intended  spouse?  The  rascal  then  made 
matters  worse  by  appearing  nightly  for  weeks  before  the  cere- 
mony to  whistle  the  funeral  march.  He  even  followed  the  gal 
and  her  mother  from  Alabama  to  New  Orleans,  just  to  perform 
the  horror  treatment.,  A climax  was  rapidly  approached  as 
the  villian  barely  escaped  capture  two  night  before  the  cere- 
mony was  to  take  place.  I was  more  nervous  than  the  bride- 
groom on  the  big  day,  but  to  my  utter  disbelief,  no  major 
headlines  told  either  of'  the  death  of  the  heroine  or  'the 
apathy  or  capture  of  the  persecutor.  In  fact,  I could  not  dis- 
lodge information  on  the  epic  story  from  any  corner  of  the 
tabloid. 


I have  almost  recovered  over  the  effects  of  this  frustra- 
tion, but  still  inquire  occasionally  as  to  the  outcome  of  the 
situation.
